The truth is that we were 
not decadent, but that a néw generation 
had sprung up, more sensible, perhaps, 
to reminders. of defeat; more nervous, 
more: impatient, than those which had 
preceded it. Gérman insolence hed con- 
tributed a great deal to this state of 
mind. And as one, nevertheless, dared 
not to think or war, there \resulted..a 
contihual conflict between exalted imagi- 
nations and homdrum Toutine . politi 
It.was a kind of moral confusion, which 
manifested itself. by. an acute need for 
distraction, by ‘a violent desire for the 
néw, the unexpected. 

France Smarted Under Old Defeats.
